from now -s\e will look back on 1931 
as a year of outstanding opportune 
ties. 
Those who have the -wisdom 


and foresight to take advantage of 
those opportunities -will lay the bas- 
is of independent fortunes in later 
years. On the other hand, those -who 
can see no farther than today, cr 
next week, or next month, -will have 
many regrets. Only once or twice in 
a lifetime do the various economic 
factors combine to force values to 
such low levels as now prevail.

Many people cannot get the psy- 


chology of the present out of their 
minds.

It is a "fear" psychology, 
and unconsciously people project it 
into the future, where it lias no law- 
ful place. I do not mean that busi- 
ness necessarily will have a swift re- 
covery- Prospects, on the other hand, 
favor irregular business activity dur- 
ing 1931 rather than rapid and sus- 
tained advances. On the other hand, 
there should be distinctly better 
business by the early part of 1932 
and progressive improvement from 
then on. 1931 is the time to purchase, 
as occasion 
develops, good stocks, 


commodities needed in one's busi- 
ness, bonds, certain good real estate, 
selected farm lands, etc. Present con- 
ditions should be judged in the light 
of the business cycle, remembering 
that the 
pendulum of prices has 


swung too low, and must again 
swing- higher. 


Depression Was Thorough 


Remember that business will not 


always remain at these depressed 
levels. The actual volume of produc- 
tion and distribution is running 27 
per cent below normal, a new record 
low, and slightly under the bottom 
level recorded in the depression of 
1920-21. The deflation of prices has 
also been thorough-going. 


Farm products, as a group, are 


now only 1 per cent above the pre- 
war level. Individual crops have fal- 
len much further. Wheat is the low- 
est since 1S96, cotton since 1915. 
Textiles average only 5 per cent 
above pre-war. The composite of met- 
al prices Is only 6 per cent above 
pre-war. 
Building materials and 


chemicals are only 25 per cent above, 
A group of miscellaneous industrial 
commodities, all of which are impor- 
tant, is averaging in price 11 per 
cent below the 1913 level. 


Wholesale commodities in, genera] 


are now only 15 per cent above the 
extremely low 1913 and 1914 depres- 
sion prices, as compared with 45 per 
cent above in 1929. 
Copper is the 


lowest since 1897. 
While the long 


range trend of commodity prices is 
downward, it is quite obvious that 
there will be an intermediate upward 
swing as a rebound from the present 
extreme deflation. Such a rebound is 
in accordance with the movements of 
commodity prices from 
the 
time 


when their records were first kept. 
Wide-awake purchasing agents will 
be quick to see the outstanding op- 
portunities in the commodity fields 
and make their purchases accord- 
ingly. 


Deflation Gone Far 


In the financial field the deflation 


has been just as 
thorough-going. 


Brokers' loans have declined for thir- 
teen consecutive weeks and are now 
the lowest since December, 1924. In- 
stead of a brokers* loan total of ?6,- 
800,000,000 at the peak in 1929, the 
current figure is around $1,900,000,- 
000. We are on much firmer ground 
financially. 
The extent of the de- 


cline in stock prices depends on what 
average is nsed, but it is probably 
true that the actual average level of 
all stocks is now as low as it -was 
in 1921. 
Selected groups, like the 


Dow-Jones Average, are at the 1926- 
27 level. 


Considering the growth of corpora- 


lion assets in recent years, and con- 
sidering the very low money rates, I 
current prices of good stocks appear 
well deflated, and at a level compar- 
ably low with that of previous ma- 
ior bear markets.

On January 24, 1848 gold was dis- 


covered at Sutter's mill near Coloma, 
California, and the world was set afire. 
Johann August Sutter, the first multi- 
millionaire m this country, was a 
ruined man.

It is unquestionably the duty of tax supported agencies 
to see that the citizens of their communities are provlved 
with the actual necessities of.life. Further than this, 
county boards should be prepared to assist those tem- 
porarily unemployed in order that families may not lose 
their homes, children be forced to drop out of school, or 
families not be given necessary medical attention. 
Not only must counties make additional appropriations 
to meet the present crisis but they also ought to seriously 
consider their method of administration of relief funds. 
Investigations reveal that many counties expend money 
for relief purposes in a very haphazard and unsystematic 
way. 
The method of administration is not a serious 
problem when only a few thousand dollars are spent for 
a few needy families; when the budget and needs in- 
crease as at present, it becomes important that the work 
be handled in a more centralized and systematic way by 
trained persons. 
This committee will be glad to give you any suggestions 
or help you mav feel is necessary to meet your local needs. 
A representative from this Committee will be glad to talk 
over the matter of budget and administration problems 
•with your Board if you think that will help. The situa- 
tion is serious and your Board is the agency to assume the 
major responsibility. 
'Will you please let us know when your Board meets 
to make out its budget for the coming year. After this 
meeting-, will you give us a statement of the total amount 
appropriated for relief purposes and how much of this 
is intended to meet the present unemployment emergency.

To enumerate all the duties of the medical director 
and superintendent is called upon to perform would be 
difficult. Examining patients, directing their' treatment, 
nstructing- them about their disease, regulating th»ir 
rest, activities and diet, and attempting to maintain a 
jood morale among the patients.^ providing a suitable 
nursing staff and cooperating with them are a few of the 
routine matters demanding attention. 


"We have not as yet undertaken any definite plan of 
occupational therapy; while many of the patients are en- 
couraged to occupy a certain part of their time working 
at some task in which they are interested, it is not as 
general as we would like and we hope to work out a sys- 
tem whereby those who are able may occupy their time 
n some useful way. 
Heliotherapy or light treatment has not been carried 
out as systematically as I could wish. The roof of the 
new building arranged to give these treatments was util- 
.zed for the purpose during the summer. Our- one Alpine 
anip is hardly sufficient and it is hoped that in the near 
iuture a room may be equipped as a solarium for winter 
use.

"We are employing Jour graduate nurses, two under- 
graduates and four practical nurses, two of the latter are 
doing night duty and one Is supervising the children. One 
of the graduate nurses is doing out patient or follow up 
work. 
I am pleased to state that nurses are all working in 
harmony and are giving excellent service. 
With Miss 
Boyle's support I believe that the Sanatorium is being cap- 
ably managed. The patients seem to be in good spirits 
and well satisfied.

We have set aside the west wing of the Sanatorium for 
the care of children. This is a new departure as we have 
not, up to this time, had the room whereby we could seg- 
regate cnildren from the adult patients. 
The children who are received are among those who 
have been infected by being in contact with older patients 
in the home or elsewhere. They have developed the di- 
sease only to a limited extent and under circumstances 
are very amenable to treatment. When neglected they 
are likely to develop the disease in a more advanced form 
and prove to be our adult patients in future years. It 
is in the work of discovering these infected, children and 
inducting them into the Sanatorium that the services 
of our out-patient nurse is most valuable and it is also 
a most important factor in the prevention of the disease. 
I have discontinued holding a free chest clinic at Ap- 


pleton. These clinics will be continued, however, at the 
Sanatorium. Proper publicity as to time will be given 
through the newspapers. 
I am pleased to again report that the mortality from 
tuberculosis in our county is consistently on the de- 
crease. In 1913 when the Sanatorium was opened there 
were 60 deaths; for the ten year period from 1915 to 1925 
there was an average of 45 for each year. One year ago 
there were 31 deaths and the past year 24. While we do 
not claim all the credit for these remarkable results, we 
do assume that the Sanatorium has played its part.

Dear Sir.—We should appreciate your presenting to me 
Outagamie County Board at their November meeting the 
following report: 
, 
The bee disease control work begun in 1926 has pro- 
gressed very satisfactorily during the past season under 
the direction of Mr.'George Jacobson, deputy apiary in- 
spector of this department. 
Under the direction of this inspector we believe that a 
very good showing has been made by the progress in 
the program outlined for the eradication of American 
foul brood in your county. During- the past season 64 
apiaries were inspected in the county of which S had a 
total of 53 colonies of bees infected with this disease, re- 
sponsible for the decline of the beek'eeping industry 
which were destroyed and the hives either scorched out 
or burned. Eight beekeepers were found still housing 
their bees in immovable frame hives which do not permit 
of ready inspection and which the law requires must be 
transferred to standard hives with movable frames. A 
total of 909 colonies were inspected, those in the di- 
seased yards being inspected at least twice. 
An excellent spirit of cooperation was shown our in- 
spectors on the part of your beekeepers and it is hoped 
that further work along this line will be continued so that 
it may, eventually, result in complete eradication of 
American foul brood from your county or at least bring 
the disease sufficiently under control to permit the bee- 
keeping industry to again be profitable. 
- 
During the 5 years this clean-up work has been car- 
ried on in Outagamie county, a total of 1023 inspections 
were made of bee yards, making 8,789 individual inspec- 
tions of colonies, 221 of which were found diseased and 
practically all destroyed immediately upon discovery.

As you 
know, the wonderful background of trees and vines in 
that ravine forms a natural setting that would require 
thousand of dollars to duplicate. It seems desirable to 
your board to take some steps to control this propery 
before real damage results. 


^Therefore, we recommend that your body appoint a 
special committee to confer with the Rural Normal School 
board and to take such steps as may be necessary to 
acquire the necessary property along the ravine.

Sousa, and yet when the effects 
of an old injury sent him. to Johns 
Hopkins hospital for treatment, he 
could not break off working. 


"When you hear of Sousa retir- 


ing, you will hear of Sousa dead," 
he once said when there was a rumor 
that he was to retire. 
And sitting 


in nis hospital r< om, carrying his 76 
years lightly, he smilingly announced 
that this sentiment was unaltered. 


".When I learned I would not liave 


to be operated on, I felt I must 
-write," he said: 
"The thought -of. 


Edgar Allen Poe came to me because 
I was in Baltimore and I thought 
of his musical poem 'Annabel "Lee.' I 
decided to set it to music. 
- "This won't be finished in any 
week, or so. There is a goodjieal of 
careful revision necessary before- I 
shall feel that I 
have justice to 


this beautiful poem." 


"I think it is the most musical and 


beautiful of all Poe's 
works- 
So 


when I learned I must remain in. the 
hospital for some time, I read the 
poem, again and felt I must write a. 
song- to those'beautiful words. 


-. "The music is in the words. I be- 
lieve the treatment calls for a tlieme 
which would almost be a monotone." 


Leaving Poe's Annabel resting in 


her "sepulchre 
by the sea," Sousa 


went on: "The radio has created a 
generation of people
